PEKING, Jan. 2.—China’s recent step to- 
ward constitutional liberty recetved @ seri- 
ous blow today when Yuan Shi. Kai, the 
premier, was stripped of all his offices and or- 
dered to return to his home. 

The upheaval came as a bombehel? to mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps, and a feeling 
akin to consternation prevails as to the ulti- 
mate outoome It is claimed that the Japa- 
nese represenatives were the only foreigners 
cognizant of the plan before its execution. 

In many quarters it is feared Yuan may 
never leaye Peking alive. The imperial 
edict ewept him from power gave the 
absurd reason that he was suffering from 
rheumatism of the leg. The Manchus are ro- 
sponsible for the action. Attached to the 
document which deprived Yuan of his power 
was this peculiar sentence: 

“Thus our clemency toward him is mani- 
fested.” 

The general collapse of the reform organi- 
zation is predicted. It is believed that Prince 
Tang Shao Yi, who 16 w in the United 
States, will be recalled. The position of Hse 
Shih Chang, viceroy of Manchuria, has been 
for some time precarious. Other high offi- 
clais are threatened, including Yang Shi 
Siang, the viceroy of the province of Chi Li,

Saved Foreign Board from Ridicule. 

The elimination of China's great states- 
man is a matter of great concern to the for- 
eign representatives here. They considered 
him one of the props of China's credit and 
the creator of the only policy toward the 
powers that China ever possessed. He res- 
cued the foreign board from ridicule and 
made it a workable body. The diplomatic 
corps attributed to him to a large extent the 
successful management of the succession to 
the throne. 

The partisans of Yuan Shi Kai includethe 
viceroys of Manchuria, Chi Li, and Canton 
and the governors of Manchuria and Shan- 
tung, while the leaning of the viceroy of Wu 
Chang is in doubt, but the reformers strong- 
ly support him, together with a majority of 
the powers. 

Fears Felt for His Life. 

Apprehension is felt of Yuan Shi Kai's abili- 
ty to escape from Peking alive. It ts believed 
he would prefer almost anything to refuge on 
foreign soil. The newspapers discredit the 
rumors that he will take refuge in one of the 
legations. An immediate reinfoncement of 
the legation guards has been advised. 

It is not thought that Chang Chi Tung or 
Nk Tung supported the dismissal of Yuan 
Shi Kai, which is regarded as revealing the 
reactionary character of the regent. Fur- 
thermore, it indicates a concerted movement 
on the part of the Manchu reactionaries in 
the absence of Prince Ching, president of the 
board of foreign affairs, to reéstablish an 
exclusive and absolute’ Manchu autocracy. 
It is now known that the regent a fortnight 


ago humiliated Yuan Shi Kai, who thereupon 


formulated his resignation. 

The appearance of Prince Ching’s name by 
proxy on the edict disclosed the fact that he 
has been ill for two days. It is reported that 
he injured himself by a fall, but the genera) 
belief ia that he hae suffered a stroke of pa- 
ralyeis.

MRS, AUGUSTUS EDDY IS DEAD 


End Comes After Sister Makes 
Quick Trip from England. 


MRS. FIELD AT HER BEDSIDE. 


Son, Spencer Eddy, on Atlantic Ocean; 
„ Burial Likely in Chicago. 


Mrs. Augustus Newland Eddy died at 7:30 
o'clock last night at the Eddy family home 
on Massachusetts avenue in Washington, 
D. C. Her death was peaceful, following a 
lingering illness. She had been in a comatose 
condition for more than five days. 

Mrs. Marshall Field, who made a flying trip 
from Burope to reach the bedside of her 
dying sister, was present with Senator and 
Mrs. A. J. Beveridge. Mrs. Eddy was the 
mother of Mrs. Beveridge, formerly Miss 
Catherine Eddy. 

Mra. Field, with ber maid and man serv- 
ent, reached New York on the Cunarder 
Lusitania, which arrived yesterday morning, 
but she was taken off an the revenue cutter 
Hudson shortly before 10 o’tlock Friday 
night outside Sandy Hook bar. She had 
taken the first steamer, which happened to be 
the swiftest, on hearing in London that her 
sister was seriously fll in Washington. A 
fast train was to await her coming and, by 
cable, arrangements had been made through 
the New York custom house to take Mrs. 
Field from the ship and hurry her departure 
for her sister’s bedside. 


Delayed by Rough Weather. 

Tt was supposed that the Lusitania would 
be n New York on New Year’s day or at 
least on the evening of New Year’s. When 
it was seem that rough weather would pre- 
vent the steamer from reaching its pier even 
late at night, arrangements mede by Col. 
Fowler, the collector; John Castree Williams, 
deputy collector, and Gen. Clarkson, sur- 
veyor of the port, to take Mra. Field from 
the steamer at quarantine. 

This could not be done, because the Lusi- 
tania was not reported off Fire Island until 
7:28 p. m., and it was after 9 p. m. on Friday 
thet Capt. Turner anchored the big steamer 
outside the bay. 

Stealing away from the bange office in New 
York at about 7 p. m. the revenue cutter 
Hudson had steamed down the bay, waiting 
off quarantine for the arrival of the Cu- 
nerder.

Mrs. Eddy spent much of her time abroad. 
She went to Washington this winter, to be 
near her daughter. Immediate friends 
knew she had been in ill health, but the an- 
nouncement of her critical condition a few 


days ago was startling to the majority of her

Son Is on the Ocean, 

Simukaneously with the newe of Mrs. Ed- 
dy’s death came a cablegram from Buenos 
Ayres, Argentine Republic, stating that 
Spencer F. Eddy, her son, who wag American 
minister to the Argentine Republic, sailed 
yesterday on a German cruiser for Hamburg, 
Germany.. His ultimate destination is Buch- 
arest, where he will take the post of minister 
to Roumania and Servia, and Huntington 
Wilson will assume charge of the legation at 
Buenos Ayres. 

Mr. Eddy’e departure a few hours before 
his mother’s death was the oocasion of a 
demonetration, the minister of foreign af- 
fairs and other Argentine ministers, mem- 
ders of the diplomatic corps, and prominent 
residents of Buenos Aires assembling on 
the cruiser to bid him farewell.

"ROME, Jan. 2.—Tonight at the close of a 
sek during which horror has been heaped 
pon horror it ls still impossible to give 
' official estimateeither as to the loss of human 
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greatest recorded in the history of Europe. 

Two hundred thousand hae been mentioned 
as the probable total loss of life, and even the 
most conservative present estimates do not 
fall much below this figure. ; 

In Messina and the Messina Metrict alone 
out of a population of 175,000 not more than 
25,000 are reported to have ecaped, and such 
figures as are available in regard to Reggio 
and other Calabrian townsand villages point 
to tremendous additions to the total, so that 
presem in jons are that 200,000 will not 
be found a greatly exaggerated figure. 

Property Losses .$1,000,000,000.: 

As regards the value of property destroyed 
computations are equally hazardous upon 
the data at present available. One estimate 
may be mentioned merely as an indication. 
This places the damage at Messina to public 
property, including the harbor works, at 
$80,000,000; private. property at Messina, 
$400,000,000; public property at Reggio, $10,- 
000,000; private property at Reggio, §200,- 
000,000; fortifications on the straite of Mes- 
sina and Nghthouses, $60,000,000; other items 
of destruction bring the total up to $1,000,- 
000,000. 

Figures Mke these, of course, are valuable 
only as a rough and ready indication of the 
tremendous magnitude of the losses Two 
facts stand out from al the fragmentary re- 
ports received: that the number of survivors 
accounted for ie extremely limited, and that 
all eyewitnesses agree that both Messina 
and Reggio are practically nothing but heaps 
of ruins. The only deduction to be drawn 
ie that the loss of both Mfe and property has 
been on a scale which the imagination can 
barely gras. 

Robbers on Bourses Rebuked. 

Premier Giolittt in an interview tonight said 
thet the country had faced three calamities, 
the earthquake, the robbers of corpses, and 


the robbers of the bourse. 
He said he might add the journalists who 


gat at home and freely criticised every one 


and everything and a certain class of finan- 
ciers who had attempted to raid the Bank of 
Italy stock. 

He pointed out that this had been done by 
the circulation of false dispatches to the 
effect that the bank had lost $10,000,000 at 
Messina and Reggio, in the hope that this 
report would cause a heavy decline in the 
stock values, the reaction of which would 
affect othér banks. The government had 
stopped thie maneuver by ordering the pre- 
fects not to allow the bourses to open. 

The treasure of the Virgin, the patron of 
Messina, ameunting to several hundred thou- 
sand dollars, is buried in the ruins of the 
sanctuary. Soldiers are guarding it day and 


night. 
Injured in. Panic. 


Queen Helena, who has been devoting ber- 
self to heroic and self-eacrificing work among 
the earthquake sufferers, has been slightly 
injured in the course ot her labor of love. 

An earth tremor yesterday at Messina 
created a panic among the patients in one 
of the improvised hospitals, and the queen, 
trying to allay the fears of the patients, who 
were crowding through the doors, was caught 
in the crush and sustained slight contustons 
on the chest. 

The duke of Aosta also has been slightly 
injureé at Palmi, plaster from a falling wall 
cutting his face and one of his hends.

Mother Clings to Dead Baby. 


Sitting on the doorstep was a woman cud- 
dling a headless baby, calling it endearing 
names and kissing it. Her face was fed with 
the child's blood. Four Russian sailors 
strove to persuade her to allow them to bury 
the child and convey her to one of the ships, 
but she indignantly refused, saying that she 
would not be parted from her only child—ae]] 
that wae left to her im the wide world. 

Her husband, an army officer, had been 
killed, she said, but she insisted that the 
child was alive. The sailors persisted in their 
requests, whereupon the mother begged them 
to leave her. She also requested that they 


would not talk loud, as they would awaken 


her sleeping baby. 

The sallors wept outright. The mother sang 
a lullaby, but fimally the sailors forciity 
carried the mother and child away, the

Soldiers Killed ‘with Pritoner. 


Four carbiseere with a handcuffed man, 
whom they had evidently arrested during the 
night, were all killed while returning to their 
barracks.

Singer Flees in Costume.

He says that 
when the soldiers saw him they naturally 
thought he had gone crasy.

_ Oebbler’s Tale of Death. 

A cobbler named Francesco Missiano re- 
lates thet immediately after’ the first shock 
he and his wife and children rushed out into 
the street. Fires were breaking out all 
around them. 

Hearing, groana from a pile of débris near 
by, the eébbier made a hurried examination. 
He found two girls dying. The head of one 
was spit open. while the chest of the other 
nad been ed in, The cobbler picked up 
a baby, but it expired in his arms. 

Seised with mad terror, the man fled to- 
wards the eed. It took his party two hours 
and a half to traverse the heaps of ruins be- 


] tween hig house and the water front. After 


placing his family in safety he returned to 
seek his mother and sisters, but he was 
obliged to give up the effort. It was impos- 
sible to make his way back to his home. 


No Help for Thirty Hours. , 

During the thirty-six hours the cobbler 
passed among the ruins he did not see more 
than 56,000 or 6,000 survivors. This man owes 
hie safety to the fact that he lived ina one 
story house. He says that no help arrived 
for thirty hours after the catastrophe. 

Yesterday an old man who had lost all his 
family was seen going about the ruins vainly 
asking for food. He had loaded himself down 
with h valuable possessions. While 
on one the docks he suddenly called out: 

nobody heipe me, I will die,” and with 
these words he threw himeelf into the sea. 
A sailor dragged him out. 


Newspaper Owner Loses All. 

Sig. Vidala, the proprietor of a local news- 
paper, relates that he was superintending 
the printing of an edition when the shock 
eame. He managed. to get out to the street 
before the building collapsed and groped 
his way to the Place Cavour, which hed been 
transformed into a huge crevasse. 

From the first ten minutes after the ini- 
tial shock one long cry of anguish seemed 
to rise from the city, then there was compara- 
tive silence for a short while. The worst 
shocks were over by 6 o'clock. 

Vidala made his way to his home, and 
found his family under the ruins. As Vidala 
was telling his tale a wild looking individual 
in strange clothing came up to the corre- 

ndent and the newspaper proprietor. 


Old Man Bereft of Family. 
I also am bereft of all my family,” he in- 
“I now am alone in the world 
like you, Vidala.” 

It was evident that thie man was half 
crazy. He had saved a daughter from the 
ruine, but his two sisters had Been killed. 
Later he died of his injuries. 

A countryman who came into the cityafter 
the disaster found his only brother dead. He 
carried the body on his shoulders. back to his 
native. village and buried it in the churcvh- 
yard. 

An actress named Fiore parina recited that 
whfle she was lying half byried.m 
she: heard the voice of a lievtenant of artil- 
lery close at hand. The man had recognized 
her, but his plight wae woree than her own. 

“ Signorina, for pity’s sake seve me. Call 
for some one to rescue me. Don't leave me. 
"I was at the theater last night and I ap- 
plauded your singing. I have a “mother; 
don’t leave me to die.” 

The woman was eventually dug ‘out by 
some sailors. She remembered the lieuten- 
ant and led her rescuers to where he was 
pinned Gown.

- Together the two men made their way to 
the American consulate. They found it had

Serao says that with Mr. Lupton he satis- 
fied himself that the guests at the hotel Trin- 
acria, which was completely demolished, 
were all saved with the exception of the 
Swedish consul and an ItaHan girl.

icans at this hotel. 


Taormina, where there were a number ot 
American tourists, is absolutely safe. It 
did not suffer from the earthquake in any 
serious way. 


Grief or Terror Paramount? 


“It is Impossible for the wildest imagina- 
tion to picture anything more terrific than 
the destruction of Messina, said Serao. 
“It seemed as if the entire city had been 
suddenly transformed into a whirlpool. We 
were petrified with fear. It was next to 
impossible to proceed amid the piled up 
wreckage which effaced all traces of former 
streets. 

There were heartrending shrieke from the 
unfortunates who had fled to the streets. It 
was Impossible to- judge whether rief or 
terror was the stronger feeling. 

My wife and I were awakened by the first 
shock. Our first impulee was to rush to the 
windows. We found them blocked, so de- 
cided to try the door. We lived on the fourth 
floor, and feared the stairway had been de- 
stroyed. However. we decided to risk it and 
hurried down. Ifmmediately after tt are et 
and tell. 

“When we reached the street the W 
collapsed, I then realized that my brother 
Charles, who married Mise Hart of Troy, 
N. T., was buried in the ruins with his wife. 
We discovered them—literalty unearthed 
them, as only their heads were free. We 
found their granddaughter suffocated. 


Fled Clothed in Nightgowns. 


The succeeding shock shattered every- 
thing. We fied towards the beach, dressed 
in our nightgowns, and begged some sailors 
to row us to the steamer Chesapeake, a 
petroleum ship bound for Genoa, which, fear- 
ing fire, hurried ite departure. We left the 
Chesapeake and went aboard the British 
cruiser Minerva, where we were received 
through the kind bdffices of Mr. Lupton, the 
American vice consul, who was indefatigable 
in relief work and searching for Americans 
in the ruined city. 

“I went ashore again with Mr. Lupton 
and, climbing over broken beams, shattered 
walls, and quantities of brokem furniture, we 
finally reached the spot where the American 
consulate had stood. 

“The consular building was about threes. 
stories high. It had entirely collapsed. We 
could hardly believe our eyes. Mr. Lupton 
climbed over the ruins calling out, ‘ Cheney, 
Cheney.’ 

Would Not Give Up Hope. 

“He wes confident the consul would an- 
swer him. He said to me: 

„ Dayligut has not come yet, and that is 
why I cannot see him, but he must be some- 
where in the wreckage.’ 

„Our search became more and more fever- 


ish, but as time wore on and it was still 


unsuccessful we finally realized its hope- 
lessness. “We saw it would be impossible 
to reach even the bodies of the unfortunate 
Cheneys. In addition to the collapse of the 
conwulate a neighboring building had been 
precipitated upon the consular ruing, and the 
whole was a vast mass of wreckage. 


Probably Met Instant Death. 


“Touched by the despair of Mr. Lupton, I 
tried to cbnsole him, saying that undoubtedly 
the Cheneys had been vouchsafed the mercy 
of immediate death and did not linger alive 
under the débris. 

“We then left the ruins of Mr. Cheney's 
home. We had done everything in our power. 

“Mr. Lupton was anxious to communicate 
with the department at Washington, and he 
managed to get a wireless message through 
Malta (this message was duly received.) 
Since this time all communication from 
Sicily or the peninsula has been practically 


impossible. 
Few Americans Visit Messina. 

Later Mr. Luptom and I, together with a 
party of British sailorg, went ashore again. 
Mr. Lupton was anxious to learn if there 
had been any American victims of the earth- 
quake. I was able to reaseure him, as hav- 
ing lived in Messina forty years, in constant 
touch with the American consuls, I never 
knew of a single American resident. Further- 
more, few American tourists come to Mes- 

o make assurance doubly sure we in 
Wr. everybody we met who would be 
at all likely to know of any Americans, espe- 
cially the managers and the waiters of the 
Hotel Trinacria. Thus we were able to 
ascertaifi that this hotel, where Americans 
would be most likely to stop, lost none of 
ite guests with the excep@fan of the Swedish 
consub and an Italian girl. These two un- 
fortunatea were killed at the first shock.

Lupton Well on Thursday.

Gunboat Scorpion Nearing Scene. ) 

The American gunboat Scorpion will arrive 
at Messina on Monday, when its commander 
will place hie vessel at the disposal of the 
American embassy officials and the consular 
authorities for the assistance of Americans 
and the protection of their interests in Sicily. 

The Scorpion, Hike other foreign Hips, aleo 
will transport refugees from the affected dis- 
tricts, carrying messages, and coUperate in 
all possible ways with the authorities in the 
alleviation of distress. 

If, in the meantime, the bodies of Consul 
Cheney and his wife are found the Scorpion 
may transport them to Naples, whence they 
will be shipped to the United States. 


King Reports Relief Progress. 
Returning from à visit to the Calabrian 
coast north of Reggio, King Victor Em- 
manuel sent the following telegram to Pre- 
mier Giolitti: 

“I have visited Cannitello, 2 miles 
north of Reggio, which was literdlly rased 
to the ground. Villa San Giovanni also gvas 
destroyed. As at Messina, the rescue work 
is well organized.. The fires at Messina have 
now been reduced to small proportions. Three 
other British and three French warships have 
arriveé at Messina.“ 

In compliance with the order of the king 


that the royal palaces at Caserta and Na- 


ples be placed at the disposal of the wounded, 
100 injured persons from Méssina already 
are occupying a portion of the San Ferdi- 
nando palace, the royal house providing 
everything. The duchess of Aosta has trans- 
formed into a hospital the large hall of her 
palace at Capo di Monte. The duke of Aosta 
has now gone to Reggio, where he is can- 
tinuihg his work of alleviating distress. 


People Die in Awful Delirium. 

The sufferings of persons still buried in 
the ruins of fallem buildings here, who are 
slowly dying from hunger, is awful to con- 
template. Dead bodies have been found 
which bear mute testimony of the torture 


endured before death relieved their suffer- 


imgs. Several of these persone have died 


gnawing at their arms and hands, evidegtiy 


delirious from pain and hunger. 

Other bodies brought from the ruins had 
portions of shawls and particles of clothing 
in the mouths, and one woman had her 
teeth fixed firmly in the leg of a dead baby. 

Archbishop Arrigo of Messina, who was 
reported killed, has been rescued. 

“I was in my chapel at the moment of 
the catastrophe,” he said. “ When I en- 
deavored to make my way out I found al] 
exits blocked with wreckage. I knelt be- 
fore the figure of the Savior awaiting the 
death which I momentarily expected. ‘I re- 
mained in an attitude of prayer throughout 
the rest of the night and the following day, 
when a rescue party reached me.” 

It was aleo ascertained that Marquis Sem- 
molo was under the ruins elsewhere. In re- 
sponse to shouts he cried: 

Save my children. Do not think ot me. I 
am in the bar safe and have all I want to eat 
and drink.“ 

After being imprisoned 4 four days the 
wife of Deputy Nicolo Fulci yesterday was 
taken from the ruing by firemen. Signora 
Fulci’s young. niece also was brought out 
alive, but the girl died shortly afterward. 
It is hoped. that Signora Fulci will recover. 
Men. are still searching for the deputy, who 
was heard up to Wednesday night calling for 
aid. 

A youth of 17 was taken out of the ruins 
early this morning entirely . but 
starving. ‘ 


Trained Men Hunt for Living. 


A number of specially picked men are 
silently and slowly crawling among the ruins 
of Messina, UMstening for sounds that may 
indicate the presence of wounded persons 
still unrescued. They have acquired such 
a sensitiveness of hearing that they can de- 
tect the faintest sigh. Thus buried victims 
of the earthquake often have been recovered, 

A searcher, on hearing a sound, marks the 
spot with a red cross and summons the 
salvage squad, which hurriés up and un- 
earths the sufferer. Many thus have been 
almost miraculously saved, a projecting 
beam, door post, table, or bed having pro- 
identially prevented the mass of débris from 
crushing them to death.

Stabbed Following Brawl in 
“Prohibition” Resort. 


LAWLESS DAYS RECALLED.

Private Oscar Rayburn of Fort Sheri- 
dan Is the Victim, 


Highwood’s supposedly renovated bars 
again sprang.into the limelight last evening 
with a murder and as ugly threats among the 
United States soldiers there as the residents 
of that suburb heve seen in its most lawless 
days. | 

One of the incidents of the latest outbreak 
in the north shore suburb is the discovery 
tha drinks of fall kinds, ranging from beer 
to the most insidious of mixed beverages, 
may be pfocured in that district, which, in 
theory, holds nothing stronger than brown- 
pop. In fact, it was learned that any soldier 
who wishes to get fn possession of a Saturday 
night jag or one with which to tide over Sun- 
day, hes only to visit the “ prohibition re- 
sorts of Highwood. N f 

The trouble of last evening began shortly 
before 6 o'clock, when Private Oscar Ray- 
burn of Battery F. Fifth field artillery, en- 
tered “‘ Scotty's place, one of the old time 
resorts, which now goes under the more re- 
spectable name of a restaurant. While 
“ Scotty’s” owners stoutly. maintau that 
the place is not a saloon, the soldier seemed 
to spend but little time in getting thoroughly 
intoxicated. Whether this highly desirable 
condition—from the viewpoint of the soldier— 
was the result of drinking Scotty's brown pop 
and pink lemonade, the witnesses were unable 
or unwilling to say.’ 


Starts with Fist Fight. 

It was not long after that Rayburn discoy- 

ed that a companion—Fred Burgess, an 
Englishman who lives in Highwood—was 
tr His home, Kansas City. There began 
a heated debate as to the relative merits of 
Kansas City and Chicago as homes, and it 
was not long before each was pommeling the 
ether in as violent a manner as their condi- 
tion would permit. 5 

As a fight is quite a pleasing diversion for 
the patrone of the average Highwood café it 
was not long before the mélée became gen- 
eral, practically everybody in the place par- 
ticipating. 

Then Mark Swanson, official pusher-out-of- 
objectionable-persons, decided that the fight 
wasinterfeuing with business and hustied the 
two principals into the street. Rayburn 
walked to the rear of the building and was 
gore but ¢ few minutes when inmates of the 
place heard a shout from him. : 

A few minutes later he staggered back into 
Scotty’s, with blood pouring from a jagged 
wound over the heart; 

Burgess has stabbed me,” groaned the 
man. 

That was all he said and he fell unconecious 
on the floor. He wae hurried to Fort Sheri- 
dan and upon being partially revived was 
questioned closely by Maj. Lewis. In this 
statement he declared again that Burgess 
had inflicted the wound. A few minutes 
later he was dead. , 


Soldiers Threaten Resort. 

It was not long ore. the village was. 
filed with knots of soldiers who, off duty 
and not in the best of moods, made more or 
ese veiled tHreats to shoot up the resort 
in which the murder had occurred and in- 
flict what they called justice upon the own 
ers of the place. 

In the midst of this turmoil Burgess was 
discovered and arrestec. He was hurried to 
the local jail where he was given a hasty 
preliminary hearing, then taken by train to 
Waukegan. 

The company of which Rayburn was a 
member had been doing duty in the Phil- 
ippines, and bad but recently returned to 
thé United States. " 

One of the direct results of the tragedy 
probably will be another investigation into 
the charge of laxity among officiais respon- 
sible for the present state of affaires at High- 
wood.

Mrs. Metcalf informed Mr. Sims that she 
was being hounded by business associates of 
the dead lawyer and asked his advice. Mr. 
Sims told her to take the matter up with 
State’s Attorney John E W. Wayman.

There is an overwheimiing sentiment among 
lawyers and judges here to the effect that 
the pardoning power given to the president 
of the United States by the constitution does 
not and cannot extend to contempt cases. 


Where the Court Is Supreme. 

It lu argued that, at least in all contempt 
cases @vhere action ie taken to enforce an 
order of court, the process is purely judicial 
and is not subject to review by the executive. 
For instance, if a witness were to refuse to 
come to court when summoned, a judge would 
send a bailiff after him and sentence bim to 
jail or to pay a fine for contempt of court. 
This would not be a matter in which the 
executive could interfere, because if he had 
such power he could absolutely nullify the 
proceedings of every court im the United 
Stetes. No division of property between 
MUtigants could be enforeed, no man could be 
compelled to testify against his will, no estate 
of a dead man could be distributed without 
an appeal to a governor or a president, ac- 
cordingly as the court concerned was state 


or federal 

he higher ceurts of the United States have 
invariably held that if the executive has right 
to pardon Ih a tase of disobedience of an order 
of court, the effect is nothing less than to 
reverse the decision of the court itself, so 
that the president would be assuming ju- 
dicial powers, which are prohibited to him by 
the constitution, which creates a separate 
department of government to control all ju- 
dicial procedure. 

In the Nevitt case the United States Court 
of Appeals ald: It the president has power 
to pardon those who are committed for crim- 
inal.contempt of the authority of courts, and 
thus to relieve them from fines or imprison- 
ment inflicted to punish them for their 

‘obedience, this immemorial attribute o 
dicial power is. thus practically withd 
from the courts and transferred to the execu- 
tive, for he may pardon whom he will, and he 
would have power to so exercise this au- 
thority as to deprive courte of all means to 
punish for disobedience of their orders.“ 

Error of President Alleged. 

It ig well-established now mat Presiden 
Roosevelt has issued pardons in contempt 
cases. He did this, it is said, on the strength 
of an opinion by Philander Cc; Knox, then at- 
torney general, now senator from Pennsy}- ' 
vala, and before long to be secretary of state. 

That is pretty good authority for any 
president to act upon, but lawyers who are 
digging into the Gompers case say'the courts 
have held almost uniformly to the contrary, 
and they beMeve that if the matter can be 
presented to the Supreme court in a proper 
way it will without hesitation adopt the de- 
cision of the Court of Appeals in the Nevitt 
case, as it hes in ‘effect already done by in- 
ference. 

With the right ot the president to pardon 
in contempt cases seriously disputed, and 
with. Mr. Gompers declaring that he doesn’t 
want a pardon but prefers to go to jail if the 
injunction is sustained, it seems likely the 
courts will have the last say in this matter

Fifty-one Nickel Picture Men 
Fail in Examination. 


COMMISSION LACKS POWER. 


President Says He Cannot Remove Men 


and Police Must Act. 
J 


There are fifty-one 5 cent theaters in Chi- 
cago in which the moving picture machines 
are operated by men unable to pass the exr 
amination given to operators by the munici- 
pal commission. In seven af these theaters 
the operators were found totally unfit. 

So far as the commigsion is aware, these 
fifty-one incompetents returned from their 
unsuccessful examinations to the operation 
of moving picture machines in the cheap 
show houses. 

W. H. Havill, president of the commission, 
said yésterday he supposed they are work- 


he had no power to prevent them working 
so long as ahy one would employ them, 

The commission has power only to ex- 
amine operators, and it is 12 to the, police 

to enforce the prohibition of the employment 
of unlicensed operators. 

Cettificates Given: 

Havill’s commission has examined 226 oper- 
ators of whom 175 passed and were given cer- . 
tificates for licenses upon payment of the $10 
fee at the city-clerk’s office. Havill found 
forty-four not qualified and rejected them 
tentatively... They will be given another 
chance when they barve learned more about 
their business. 

He rejected seven unconditionally on ac- 
count of ignorance of the duties and respon- 
sibilities involved in the operation of a mov- 
ing picture machine. 

The situation disclosed by Havill is con- 
sidered serious, but the police have taken no 
action. A stereopticon operated by electricity 
in the hands of an ignorant employé is Mable 
to explode at any time and bring death and 
destruction in its wake. Chief Shippy has. 
ordered that no unlicensed operators should 
be employed after Jan. 15. 

The moving picture operators’ union of 
which Havill is president is progressing, 
Havill said the membership is increasing 
satisfactorily. 

Pay Fee to Havill. 


The new members 3 a rule pay their initia- 
tion fee of $25 to Havill when arranging to 
take the city examination. Havill said he 
had passed forty nonunion operators and

tions.

SHORT WEIGHT CHEATS POOR 


Figures Show How Coal Sold by 
Basket Robs the Needy.

COUNCIL ACTION IS ASKED. 


Ordinance to Regulate Dealers in Fuel 
Will Be Insisted On. 


Evidence showing how poor people who 
buy coal by the bushel’’ basket are robbed 
by unscrupulous dealers will be pre- 
sented to the city counciywhen the proposed 
ordinance designed to stop the sale of ‘‘short 
weight" coal comes up for passage. 

The measure, which has the support of the 
city administration, will be presented to the 
council on Jan. 11. Secretary Sherman C. 
Kingsley and Special Investigator Harry 
Stewart of the Chicago Relief and Aid society 
are arranging “ facts and figures "’ to be used 
as arguments in favor of the ordinance. 

Figures compiled by Mr. Stewart show that 
those who are least able to pay high prices 
are compelled to pay from 52. 70 to $3.65 more 
for each ton they buy than the regular mar- 
ket price,

United States 
came as a shock upon the group of men who 
devote their lives to diplomacy and do not 
take it up as a pastime because they want 
to see how it feels to be called excellency ” 
or to satisfy their wives’ ambitions. 

Mr. and Mrs. Griscom have been’ particu- 
larly saccessful in Rome. They are both 
young and charming, and they are not too 
rich—just rich enough—and when it is added 
that they entertain and make Americans wel- 
come, the Hst of their virtues is long enough. | 

So the fact they are going away has pro- 
duced something approaching consternation 
in the American colony. 

What is Mr. Griscom’s motives in taking 
this unexpected step? It is not concealed 
that he considered his personal relations, 
which are now excellent with most promi- 
nent men, to afford an opportune moment for 
him to return to America and make a place 
for himself. 


Prefers to Quit Voluntarily. 
Now he returns voluntarily. Ina few years 
he might be contstrained to retire through a 
change of administration. 

The ambassadors in Rome have been five in 
fourteen years, and each has been a distinct 
personality. First was Wayne MacVeagh, 
1808-7, a brilliant speaker, which gift, alas! 
did not assist him much in Rome, as few 
could understand a word he said, and his ges- 
tures were not altogether adequate. 

But he was popular, and hig colleagues 
were convinced that he would have been “a 
good fellow” if they could have spoken to 
him in his own lan guage. 

However, both King Humbert and Queen 
Margherita understood English, and not only 
liked but learned to love both Mr. and Mrs. 
MacVeagh in the four years they were here, 
Then came Gen. W. F. and Mrs. Draper, 
who were at the embassy from 1897 till 1900. 
He was a bluff soldier and alert merchant. 

To them succeeded George von Lengerke 
Meyer and Mrs. Meyer, 1960-6, as different 
from their predecessors as the two poles. Mr. 
Meyer was a sportsman, an intimate friend 
of King Victor Emmanuel, and one of the 
most popular society diplomats that Rome 
has ever seen, in this concealing his diplo- 
matic powers, which were so successfully. 
brought into play in St. Petersburg. Mrs. 
Meyer had the reputation of neglecting those 
of her country, but her display of wealth 
was refined, and both she and her husband 
were more regretted than any ambassador 
and ambassador's wife before or after. 


First American Diplomat at Rome. 

Then there appeared on the scene the 
genial and hearty Henry White, 1905-'7, the 
first trained American diplomat who had 
ever come to the atmosphere of the embassy.

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 2—Father John 
of Cronstadt is dead. The noted priest for 
some time had been suffering from chronic 
dropay and intestinal complaints, and the 
end, though sudden, was not unexpected. 

Father John was born on Nov. 30, 1829. 
After graduation at the St. Petersburg semi- 
nary he became a priest of the Andrew 
church at Cronstadt, where his zeal and de- 
votion drew about him hosts of followers 
and attracted the attention of the emperor, 
who constantly befriended him. 

A pilgrimage of the present empress to the 
shrine of St. Seraphin, which among pious 
Russians was believed to have been respon- 
sible for the birth of the desired heir to the 
throne, was undertaken on Father John’s 
advice. 

The late years of Father John's life were 
clouded by the ill repute of the sect of John- 
ites, which was exploited by an unscrupulous 
and immoral group of men and women to 
their great unancial advantage. The priest's 
eyes were opened to this only last summer, 
when he anathematized the false leaders. 

Story of Father John’s Career. 

Father John was christened John Sergieff. 
He was born at Archangel in 1829 His life- 
long loyalty to the state, as well as his out- 
spoken criticism of the government when he 
thought it was in the wrong, and the repu- 
tation acquired in his later years as a mira- 
cle worker all combined to make him one 
of the most striking personalities in Russia. 
Thousands journeyed every year to Cron- 
stadt for the mere sake of his benediction. 

Since Dec. 25, 1856, Father John was at- 
tached to the Andreas cathedral in the fa- 
mous but unattractive port, and enjoyed 
for some years a widespread fame as a 
worker of miracles. 

The czar is held in awe; Tolstol. “ erying in 
the wilderness "' on behalf of the moujiks, is 
loved by them and loathed by the bureau- 
cracy; Father John was reverenced and 
adored by the masses, who had unbounded 
Faith in his alleged powers of healing the 
sick and of performing miracies of various 
kinds. 

Heralded as Latter Day Saint. 
The mind of the moujik offered a peculiarly 
fruitful ground for the first seéds of the be- 
lief in the priest's miraculous powers.

Keetley’s experience is summed up in the 
phrase, “ an appendix transplanted is an ap- 
pendix disarmed.” 

Has a Potential Value. 

After referring to Sir William Macbwen'e 
demonstration that the appendix has physio- 
logical uses possibly, if not probably, of con- 
siderable importance, and that it is not the 
useless and merely vestigial organ that it 
has been represented to be, Dr. Keetley says

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. The increase 
in condemnations to death In Russia brought 
a stormy debate in the duma today. M. 
Milukoff, on behalf of the Constitutional 
Democrats, proposed an order of the day ex- 
pressing the horror of the duma at this 
growing harvest of death, which, he said, was 
blunting the moral sense of the community 
and destroying the honor and prestige of 
Rusela as a civilized state. The Socialists 
and the members of the labor party support- 
ed the resolution. When it was rejected the 
opposition left the hall in a body. 

M. Guchkoff, explaining the attitude of the 
Octoberista, declared the action of the Con- 
stitutional Democrats was a partisan ma- 
neuver to arouse sympathy for the terror- 
ists, who were about to suffer just punish- 
ment for their crimes, but still he condemned 
the severity of the sentences imposed upon. 
the Yekaterinoslay strikers. Guchkoff an- 
nounced also that steps were being taken to 
secure mitigation of these sentences and he 
hoped they would be successful. 

During the debate the hall was in an up- 
roar, and cries of .“‘ murderers,” “™ cut- 
throats,” and hanzmen were exchanged. 
President Khomyakoff reprimanded promi- 
nent members on both sides of the chamber.

The bill which made the funds of 
trades unions exempt from all legal pursuit 
Was a measure revolutionary and strange in 
character—hostile to capital, preferential as 
to labor, so its critics maintained—putting the 
members of a trades union above the law, 
and there was a general hope, even among 
some members of the popular chamber, that 
the house of lords would seize such an occa- 
sion for fulfilling their supposed duties as 
guardians of 3 and legal rights against 
the class selfishness and the unwise demands 
of a democracy. 

But the house of lords abdicated these func- 
tions and swallowed the bill, although some 
of ite members denounced it in terms of vio- 
lence, and no conservative peer tOok any 
trouble to conceal his feelings or dislike for it. 

Lord Lanedowne further illuminated the 
situation by basing his acceptance of the 
hated measure on grounds of timid and rather 
unworthy expediency. He declared that in 
the fight which was being threatened the 
lorde should choose favorable ground for the 
battle; in other words, should swallow 
measures they dislike rather than come into 
collision. with the masses. This policy also 
explains what hes just occurred at the close 
of the present session of parliament.

The Times as- 
signed a well qualified correspondent to in- 
vestigate and while this correspondent has 
been unable to see the apparition himself his 
circumstantial reports have been a plausible 
comtribution to the case. 

The Rev. Mr. Brock’s story follows: 


Story of the Rev. Mr. Brock. 

“Owing to the fact that his wife was not 
in. good health, Dr. Astley, vicar of East 
Rudham, decided to winter in a warmer 
climate, obtaining a chaplaincy at Biskera, 
Algeria, and left England with oe Astley 
on Dec. 10. It was arranged that I should 
act as locum tenena, 

“I met Dr. Astiey for the first time in 
London on Dec. 9 and spent not more than 
half an hour with him prior to coming on 
here; and I heard nothing more of him until 
Dec. 26, when I received a letter from the 
Rev. Herbert Muril, the Engish chaplain at 
Algiers, announeing that Dr. and Mrs. 
Astiey had sustained injuries in a railway 
accident on Dec, 16. On the same evening 
I got the letter I was seated in the dining 
room when Mrs. Hartley, the housekeeper, 
came to me and said, Come and see Dr. 
Astley,’ and led me into the study. 


Sees Figure Against Wall. 

Looking — the, glass window on 
the lawn, I myself distinctly saw/the figure 
of Dr. Astley in clerical attire standing 
against the wall which adjoins the dining 
It certainly was not a reflection of 
my own face, for Iam clean shaven, and the 
face of the figure I saw wore a beard and 
mustache.

Importance Lies in Experiment. 

It isn't that these mayors of twenty-one 
cities on the great lakes are likely to have 
much of importance to say. The importance 
of the talk lies in the fact that with this public 
demonstration of the wireless telephone the 
opening of the De Forest wireless telephone 
system for the great lakes will be inaugu- 
rated. 

From the great central tower station at 
the Soo, standing 380 feet in air, a wireless 
radius of 350 miles will be open to the great 
lakes service of wireless conversation. More 
than 1.000 boats on the five lakes have been 
equipped with the apparatus of this wireless 
service at $25 a year charge for each of them. 
And the judgment of the operating company 
is that before the end of the coming season 
of navigation every vessel in the fleets will 
be equipped for instant touch with shore life 
and with one another In elther calm or storm. 

It is for thie service for lake vessels that 
the operating company has been establishing 
its station towers all around the rims of 
the great lakes. Eight states of the union 
touch these great bodies of water, with an 
aggregate of nearly 3,500 miles of shore line, 

It has been estimated that one-third of the 
railway and water gonnage of the country

vessele owned on the American side of these 
great bodies of water, statistics of the com- 
pany number 250 paseenger steamers, 4,000 
freighters, and 25,000 other vessels of all 
types, from the palatial yacht of the wealthy 
waterman down tothe snorting motor boat of 
the city harbors.

In the thirty years since 1878 it is 
estimated thet fully 8,000 lake vessels have 
been wrecked, with cargo lose estimated at 
$12,000,000.

In the one month of last October it is esti- 
mated that the storm losses to lake shipping 
cost owners and insurance companies $10,- 
000,000 for vessels and cargo.

“Wireless” Important in Emergency. 


It is thie emergency which the wireless 
telephone is preparing to meet and overcome 
in ite dangers. With the wireless apparatus 
of the service on the mast of the lake vessel 
anywhere within the 350 mile radius of the 
Soo station, it is the purpose of the operating 
company to give verbal warning to any vee- 
sel for the mere listening of its captain. 

One may ask whether under the stress of 
storm, when the elements are stirred to 
mighty wrath, this feeble human. vice which 
would be drowned within a do feet of 
the speaker can be trusted. The anéwer of 
the inventor and projector of the system is 


that in this time of storm the waves of ether 


to which the wireless message is consigned 
are doubly sensitive and active. That the 
captain of a vessel in midiake in such a 
time, sitting at the telephone receiver in his 
cabin, may catch hie shore message with 
even more distinctness than in a summer 
calm, 

A technical description of this De Forest 
wireless telephone to the lay reader is like a 
problem in quadratics demonatra ted to a pri- 
mary class in arithmetic.

Efficiency Fixed at 600 Miles. 


Today the record distance of efficiency for 
this wireless mechanism is fixed by the in- 
ventor at 600 miles, while hie promises are 
that within another twelve months voice 
messages will be transmitted from the 700 
foot tower of the Metropolitan Life bullding 
in New York to the 1,000 foot Eiffel tower in 
Paris. This loftiest building in America and 
this highest structure in Burope have been 
set at the disposal of the inventor for the 
completion of his great dream of continental 
telephony. 

On Jan. 28 when Mayor Busse from his 
private office takes the receiver from the 
telephone hook to speak to the mayoralty 
congress of twenty-one cities he will ask 
the Chicago Telephone company’s central 
office to give him the wireless station on 
the Majestic duilding, half a dosen blocks 
away. 

To the operator in the Chicago wireless 
station he will ask for the telephone number 
of the mayor of Cleveland, for instance. 
Through the wiriese mechanism the Chicago 
station will call the Cleveland wireless sta- 
tion, asking for the telephone number in the 
office of Cleveland’s mayor. Bach of these 
wireless stations has ite separate “-vibra- 
tion number, which for the purpose of 
calling any other station may be shifted in 
an inetant to correspond. If the Chicago 
number were 6,000 and the Cleveland number 
7,000, the Chicago operator at wireless would 
shift a dial to 7,000 and send the Cleveland

Ether Means of Transmission. 

In Cleveland the wireless operator will 
call for the Cleveland telephone number 
through the city’s central office, after which 
connection of probably half a mile of wires 
in the elty cireuits, the two officers of the 
two cities will converse through the ether, on 


the same principle as that of wireless teleg- 
raphy. 

In the equipment of lake boats a miniature 
tower station is established on some maat- 
head, with its wires trailing downward inte 
some suitable cabin for the boat's operator.

Especially did the experience of De 
Forest In catching the Glace Bay telegraph 
ellckings encourage the inventor in the elimi- 
nation of all distance.

„The United Hebrews’ Charity society in 


New York collects and distributes more 
money annually for the Jewish poor than any 
other similar institution in the world. Dur- 
ing the last fiscal year about 12,000 families 
were compelled ta apply to this society for 
assistance, but of these only 2 per cent were 
born in the United States and of whom the 
majority were of the first generation. Prac- 
tically speaking, there are no American born 
Jewish poor. The poverty is brought from 
Russia, Roumania, Bulgaria, and the other 
South Europe countries, and the congestion 
in the Ghetto Increases it until the charity 
of the race has to come to the rescue.

Kept Faith to Last Letter. 
‘When old Peter Stuyvesant fought to keep 
out the Jews in New Amsterdam the Dutch 
East India company allowed them to enter 
on condition that they would not become a 
burden, that they would provide for their own 
poor. This they have nobly done to the last 
letter. There are only twenty-six pauper 
Jews in the New York almshouse, of whom 
the majority are afflicted with some peculiar 
defect which precludes their admission to the 

existing Jewish charitable institutions. 


Oniginally the Jews were an agricultural 
people and their civil polity was framed 
especially for this state of things. The sons 
of Shem built their first cities remote from 
the channels of trade, while the race of Ham 
and Japheth built upon the seashore and the 
banks of great rivers. The misfortunes of 
persecution made traders of the Jews. De- 
nied citizenship, subject at any time to spolia- 
tion and expulsion, their only possible chance 
of living was in traffic, in which they soon 
became specialists. 

The Jew is everywhere pioneering and 
building up states. Jewish commerce in the 
olden time centered around the great cities 
the world over and thus opened the gates 
for Christianity. The flourishing trade of 
the Jews made Spain the focus of medieval 
culture, and furnished not only the great 
discoverers with the key to unlock the pew 
worlds with their inexhaustible treasures, but 
exercised its broadening tnfluence on Chris- 
tianity. Lecky, in his History of Ration- 
allsm,“ says: Jewish commerce Nberated 
mankind from the thraldom of the church, 
giving the world the much needed leason of 
sound, practical common sense.”

of the speaker is at an end. 

Perhaps no judge of men, new to the post 
of a general manager or head of an institu- 
tion, expects other than the criticism that 
comes of comparisons. A week or a month 
in charge of men long accustomed to the 
supervision of ‘another man, the new official 


could not take seriously some offhand re- 


mark overheard as refiecting even on his 
manegement.

It is this old, set phraseology of the em- 
ployé with the growing, chronic grouch 
which is so fullof meanings: Things aren't 
what they used to be around here“?

Proves Exception to the Executive Type. 
By Edward F. Roberts. | 


T is curiously true that it is rare to find 
a technical expert at the head ofa large 
commercial undertaking. ‘There would 


appear to be something opposed to execu- 


tive and organizing ability in the type of 
man who has a genius for the acquirement of 
exact knowledge. Bernard E. Sunny, pres- 
ident ofthe Chicago Telephone company, is 
one of the exceptions that prove this rule. 
Mr. Sunny ls a technical expert who also has 
demgnstrated in many flelds his ability as an 
organizer and executive. 
Mr. Sunny is a big man with a quiet voice, 
and if he is an exception to one rule he is in 
harmony with another. This latter might 
be formulated to the effect that men who are 
big commercially are big physically. Of 
course there are exceptions to this law also, 
and numerous exceptions, but the fact re- 
mains that out of 100 of the men who control 
the great business enterprises of Chicago 
by far the great majority would be found to 
be large physically. 

There appears to be something magnetic in 
bulk which gives the big man an advantage 
over his smaller brethren, granting that their 
brains be equal. Mr. Sunny is a big man and 
a magnetic man. He is one of those soft 
spoken men who never have to raise their 
voices to emphasize what they have to say 
and who impress the observer as having 
made up their minds unaltefably on every 
subject under the sun. The natural type of 
the man who is born to lead men, Mr. Sunny 
succeeds in always attracting the attention 
without apparently doing anything to de- 
serve it.

Face Shows Strong Character. 

His face is one of those which Time loves 
to chisel characteristically. He is still in 
the prime of life, being only slightly over 50 
years old, but the years have left their in- 
delible record on his countenance and despite 
his powerful figure and alert air it ds not 
difficult to read the story of the struggle, the 
disapointments, the griefs and perhaps the 
joys which have fallen to his lot in a strenu- 
ous career. 

Mere are two features of Mr. Sunny’s face 
which would prove of interest to the physi- 
ognomist. The first ds the nose; straight, 
broad, and massive, it rightly belongs to the 
man who conquers. It is not the aquiline 
proboscis of a Wellington or a Napoleon, 
but the substantial feature of men of Crom- 
wells type, men who could wait and endure 
with an unfaltering determination and be- 
lief en their ultimate success. The second 
feature is the chm. Square and firmly 
molded, it stands out in bold relief in spite 
of a fleshiness which the years have brought 
to cheeks and jaws. If the man possessing 
that chin and nose should fall in life some- 
thing inded must be rotten in the state of 
Denmark. , 

The cloud of the civil war was fast gather- 
ing over the country when Mr. Sunny was 
born in Brooklyn in 1856, and sixteen years 
later when the great cataclysm had burst 
and passed he started his business career in 
the humble capacity of messenger to the 
Atlantic and Pacific Telegraph company. It 
was neither an inspiring nor promising com- 
mencement, but it was sufficient. The com- 
paratively new science of electricity attraet- 
ed and fascinated the boy, and with the 
thoroughness which is one of his most 
marked characteristics he started to study 
tt. In a few years he had reached the first 
goal of his ambition and was an operator. 
Three years after he had started asa mes- 
senger boy he was transferred to Chicago as 
an expert mantpulator of the dots and dashes. 

Unaided ability, untiring energy, and the 


inherent magnetism of the man soon brought 
their reward, and when yet in his teens he 
was night manager of his office, a promo- 
tion which was guickly followed by young 
Sunny being advanced to the head as man- 
ager. 
. ** 
Reward Came While in Teens. 

But apart from his desire and purpose of 
forging ahead in a merely material way, the 
young manager was possessed of an indulr- 
ing mind, and had a genuine taste for the 
technical end of his business. The tele- 
phone, then in its infancy, attracted his at- 
tention, and he foresaw clearly the great 
future which lay ahead of the new inven- 
tion. He took up the study of the instru- 
ment in the same spirit in which he had 
mastered the science of telegraphy and with 
similar results. Indeed, it is remarkable in 
the career of Mr. Sunny that all through his 
life Fortune, at least as far as the world can 
judge, has smiled on him consistently. 

The Bell Telephone company offered him 
the superintendency of the concern in 1879, 
and he resigned his position with the tele- 
graph company and entered on the new field. 
He was then 23 years old, or at an age when 
most young men are at college or concerned 
with vastly different things than the man- 
agement of a big business. Again his suc- 
cess remained constant and unvarying, and 
when the Bell and Edison companies were 
merged into the Chicago Telephone company 
Mr. Sunny remained as superintendent. Al- 
ways ready to adopt new ideas, he took up 
enthusiastically the notion of operating tele- 
phone wires underground, and was one of 
those mainly concerned in the first success- 
ful efforts to put this idea into practice. 

* „ 
Marked by Men of Affairs. 

In the business world men are quick to 
realize @xecutive powers and organizing 
skill, and Mr. Sunny had not wrought in vain. 
The general public might know little or noth 
ing about him, but there were plenty of men 
who were in the market for braine and they 
had marked him. In 1888 he resigned from 
the telephone company and became president 
of the Chicago Arc Light and Power com- 
pany, at that time considered one of the 
largest central stations in the country. This 
position he retained for two years. 

Always moving up a step higher, he was 
next called on to act as western manager 
for the Thomson-Houston Electric company, 
with headquarters in Chicago, and for the 
next couple of years he devoted his energies 
to exploiting the cause of electricity in the 
as yet scarcely touched country of the mid- 
dle west. It appeared only necessary for him 
to touch an enterprise for it to become suc- 
cessful, so that it ls hardly to be wondered 
at that when the great electric merger of the 
Thomson-Houston, the Brush, and the Edi- 
son General Electric companies was brought 
about Mr. Sunny should be retained to look 


. after its western interests. 


It was a great opportunity and also a great 
responsibility, for the concern of which he 
was one of the chiefs was the greatest of its 
kind in the world and the interests of which 
he had charge represented many millions. 
But Mr. Sunny never has known what fall- 
ure meant, and he made good” again in 
an unmistakable männer. He also found 
time to devote some of his energies in other 
directions, and in the succeeding years he 
became the director of several financial in- 


stitutions as well as vice president and di- 


rector of the American. Telephone and Tele- 
graph company. Later he was appointed 
vice president of the General Electric com- 


pany and still is one of the directors of the 

concern. 
* — 

Technical Knowledge Proves Value. 

When Mr. Sunny was appointed president 
of the Chicago Telephone company he was 
given the post not merely because in the 
conduct of great affairs he had shown him- 
self to be an exceptional organizer and exeou- 
tive, but because he was an expert in tele- 
phony and telegraphy. His predecessor in 
office had been a lawyer by profession and 
the directors had reached the conclusion that 
the man for their chieſtainship must be more 
than an organiser, that he must himself know 
the technical details of the business. In 
this way the application and work which Mr. 
Sunny had given as a.boy to making himself 
an expert telegrapher and telephonist 
brought back their reward after many years. 

It is too early yet to judge of Mr. Sunny 
in his latest capacity. He has entered on his 
duties at a troublous time, when the com- 
pany is being inundated with complaints, and 
much has been demanded from him. Whether 
he is again to make good or meet his Wa- 
terloo is still to be discovered, but at least 
the big man with the quiet voice has not 
failed in his life yet. 

Great as have been the interests of his 
direct personal business, Mr. Sunny has yet 
found time to give time and energy to other 
and varied pursuits. He is a politician to a 
certain extent, as a man who is impersona ly 
interested in public affairs. As president of 
the Chicago Civic federation he has never 
grudged any effort he could make to further 
the cause of political reform and betterment.

Finds Greatest Pleasure in Home. 

One of the best known achievements of hie 
life outside his business career has been the 
reorganization which he effected in the 
tangled affairs of the Kankakee Asylum for 
the Insane. As president of the board of 
trustees of this institution, the largest of its 
kind west of New York, Mr. Sunny devoted 
himself earnestly to the task of bringing 
order into what seemed suspiciously like 
chaos. He traveled through the country 
looking for a sultable head for the asylum, 
and the result of his efforts was such as to 
bring him much credit from his fellow- 
citizens. 

Like most men of his type Mr. Sunny is 
thoroughly domesticated. He was married 
in 1878 to Miss Ellen C. Rhue of Brooklyn, 
N. T., and is the father of two children. He 
has found his greatést pleasure in his home, 
and, although a wealthy man, is of peculiarly 
simple and unostentatious tastes. 

Mr. Sunny is an optimist of the most in- 
veterate kind A cynic might claim that he 
has good reason to be optimistic, but optim- 
iste are too rare for carping tongues to be 
raised at them. Perhaps it may be that op- 
timism is not the result, but the cause of 
his success. Anyway, he insists in perpetual- 
ly looking on the cheery side of things, and is 
personally of opinion that, after all, there 
are worse worlds than this. It is significant 
of this trak that when he was first appoint- 
ed president of the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany he absolutely refused to countenance 
the dismal reports which had been assid- 
uously circulated in regard to the gloomy 
state of affairs of the concern.

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FLOURS.-A word on the subject of various 
flours prepared for household use might be 
timely here. First, to consider the flour 
most commonly used, white oe * house- 
hold flour. 

Its color should be creamy white, not too 
yellow; after pressing in the hand it should 
crumble and fall loosely apart; if it stays 
in lumps it contains too much moisture. 
When rubbed between the tips of fingers it 
should feel granular rather than smooth and 
velvety; its flavor should be sweet and nutty 
without the Saintes peapicten of acidity. 


How the Flours, Are Made. 

ENTIRE WHEAT FLOUR.—In the milling 
process of the wheat for this flour the grain 
is treated much the same as for white flour. 
except that after being washed it is run 
through a machine which removes the three 
outer layers, and is then ground. By this 
process the supposedly valuable cerealin 
layer (a nitrogenous substance) is included, 
without the almost useless cellulose of the 
outer bran coats. 

RYE FLOUR.—The kernel of rye ie darker 
in color than that of wheat, otherwise it is 
quite similar in appearance. It ¢\ffers, how- 
ever, widely in one important particular; ite 
gluten has not the same elastic, tenacious 
quality and does not produce so light and 
porous a loaf. Although thie fact and the 
darkness of color make it lees desirable than 
wheat flour, it ranke second in importance as 
a breadstuff. The two flours, white and rye, 
are often combined in bread and produce a 
palatable loaf. 

Perhaps one of the best and most whole- 
some breads is prepared from half entire 
wheat and half white flour. 

GRAH FLOUR.—Invented by Dr. Syl- 
vester Graham. It differs from white flour 
in that it contains the entire grain; it is made 
by simply washing and cleaning the grain 
and then grinding it between two stones or 
rollers whose surfaces are so cut as to in- 
sure a complete crushing of the grain. 

The bran, while containing valuable food 
products, is so difficult of digestion that it 
tends to irritate the mucous membrane of the 
intestines and increase peristaltic action. 
For this reason it is more laxative than white 
bread, but also less nutritious. Inferior 
grades of white flour are sometimes mixed 
with bran coats and sold for the original 


Graham flour. 
W hat Constitutes the Ideal Loaf? 


Certain dietetic condition should exist in 
the bread made for daily use, says Ellen H. 
Richards, an eminent authority: 

„As large a percentage as possible of the 
nutritive principles of the grain shouid 
be retained in it. 

“It should be prepared by such a process 
as to accomplish the complete assimilation 
of these nutritive principles. 

“Tt should be. light and porus, so as to 
permit the digestive juices to percolate 
through it quickly and thoroughly. 

“Tt should be so perfect in flavor and 60 
palatable that one may be induced to eat 
sufficient for nourishment. 

“Tt should not contain an excess of the 
bram coats, since this causes too rapid muscu- 
lar action to permit of complete digestion. 
Sour bread will produce the same effect.” 

Then, briefly, the ideal loaf should have a 
cream colored crumb, light and porous, with 
a brown crisp crust, showing that the flour 
contained the essential elements, the prepa- 
ration of the dough was properly made, the 
conditions for healthful growth of the yeast 
plant were considered, and the baking proc- 
ess, which should be long and slow, according 


to the size of the loaves, carefully carried 


out, thus giving to the bread its delicious 
fiavor and color. 

This brown color of the crust, which gives 
it this peculiar flavor, is caused by the forma- 
tion of substances analogous to dextrine and 
caramel developed by the high temperature 
to whieh the starch is exposed during the 


baking process. 58

How the Sponge Is Sei. 

A sponge, in making bread, is a mixture of 
milk or water, flour and yeast. It le usually 
made about the consistency of batter and asa 
result the ferment acts rapidly. A sponge is 
preferable when making rolls and all mix- 
tures made light by yeast where much short- 
ening is to be used, as this interferes with 
the rising. After fermentation has been well 
developed in the sponge, it ie then time to add 
the shortening with remaining flour and other 
ingredients. The whole mass will rapidly be- 
come light. The sponge should be kept ina 
temperature of about 70 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Sponges are termed long and “short” 
sponges, according to length of time required 
during fermentation til) it lp ready for 
“ doughing.”’ 

STRAIGHT DOUGH—Thie method of 


flavored bread. The straight dough is made 
by mixing the ingredients all at one time, in 
the beginning of the process. The dough is 
made stiff, tossed on a well floured bread 
board and kneaded until it is smooth and 
elastic. but no longer. The dough is then 
placed im the bread raiser, covered with a 
cloth and the cover, and set torise ina warm 
place until it hag doubled its bulk. 

The dough is then cut down and slightiy

kneaded without removing it from the bread 
vpaiser. It ig covered and again set to rise 
until it hae doubled its bulk, It is then cut 
down slightly, kneaded and shaped into 
loa ves, each one Weighing one pound. Then 
placed in buttered: brick shaped pans, set to 
rise until they have reached the top of the 
pans. The bread ts then placed in the oven. 
The latter being the right temperature, the 
time should then be taken by the clock, and 
the time of baking divided into periods as di- 
rected in the foregoing. 

WHY BREAD IS KNEADED.—Kneading 
the dough is a process of working it in such 
a manner that the ingredients may become 
thoroughly mixed, especiajly the yeast, that 
it may be evenly distributed through the en- 
tire mass of dough. This method is adopted 
for blending the materials, since it would be 
quite impossible to beat this dough, as is done 
the batters. Kneading is accomplished by 
various means—machinery, chopping, etc. 
There is nothing that gives the fine, even 
grain to bread so well as hand kneading, 
and no surer teet of the proper consistency 
of the dough than that given by the sense of 

touch. 

Strength and force are not so essential in 
proper kneading as a peculiar and dexterous 
manipulation of the dough. The hands must 
learn this trick of the trade by practice. 
When ‘this smooth, soft texture has been 
formed throughout the dough, it can be 
worked for some time without even a dusting 
of flour. 

After a little practice and experience if 
care be taken in the beginning and only a 
little flour used at each “ dusting,” when the 
process is finished, the board, hands, and the 
apron will be clean. The habit of mixing 
with the hands and rubbing off little particles 
of dough from the hands and fingers into the 
whole mass should be avoided: Th h 
thus rubbed off cleane the hands, but Hoes not 
add to the quality of the bread. 

Young women with pretty handse/can dis- 
play them to no better advantage tan in the 
kneading process. All jewelry should be left 
in the jewel case. Perfect freedom for the 
muscles of both the arms and chest fs abso- 
lutely essential to the making and kneading 
of bread. And the most immaculate cleanli- 
ness should be carried out with everything 
associated with the process, in the care of 
materials, utensils, the hands and finger- 
nails, alwaye keeping in mind the maxim that 
„ cleanliness is ae to sama 


Why Bread Is Baked. 

Bread is baked to arrest fermentation; to 
make more soluble the starch; to drive off al- 
cohol and carbon dioxide, to develop an 
agreeable flavor, and to form a rich brown 
crisp crust. 

THE OVEN’S TEMPERATURE.—Bread 
should be baked in an oven of strong heat, 
850 degrees to 400 degrees Fahrenheit. If 
the initial heat of the oven is too great the 
crust will brown quickly before the heat has 
penetrated the center of the loaf and prevent 
further rising. Bread should continue to 
rise the first fifteen minutes of baking, begin 
to brown the second fifteen minutes—the heat 
may be reduced at this time if it seems too 


great—continue browning for the last fifteen 


minutes and leaves the sides of the pan. 

The most important part of this process is 
becoming familiar with the heat of the oven. 
A variety of thermometers have been made, 
but none, however, has proved practical. 
For a simple test tose a teaspoon of flour ona 
pie tin and place the tin in a hot oven. Fora 
“bread oven it should brown the flour a 
rich brown in five minutes. Biscuits require 
etronger heat than loaf bread, and for the 
„ biscuit oven the time required for brown- 
ing this amount of flour would be one minute. 

If a tender crust is desired the bread may 
be brushed over with melted butter three 
minutes before removing it from the oven. 
Turn the loaves on to a wire bread or cake 
cooler and let stand unoovered if a crisp 
crust is desired; if a soft crust, cover with a 
tea towel while cooling. When cold place in 
a tin box or a storie jar with à cover. 

Never cover bread with a cloth; the latter 
absorbs the moisture from the bread and at- 
tracts mold, giving an unpleasant flavor to 
the bread? Bread mixers, bread boxes and 
jars should be ecalded and aired in the sun 
twice a week in winter and oftener during 
the summer to He * growth of mold. 


Recipe for “Milk Bread. g 

MILK BREAD.—Put two cups scalded milk 
or freshly boiled water in a mixing bowl or 
bread raiser, and ome tablespoon sugar, one 
and one-half teaspoonfuls salt, and when the 
liquid is reduced to lukewarm temperature, 
add one compresed yeast cake dissolved in 
one-half cup lukewarm water. Mix in suffi- 
cient flour and make a straight dough—from 
six to seven cups. Toss dough on well floured 
board and knead until the dough is smooth 
and elastic; set to rise in a temperature of 
68 to 70 degrees Fabrenheit. 

When dough has doubled its bulk, cut it 
down and knead slightly without semoving 


it om the bowl; let rise again, doubling its 
bulk, knead and shape into loaves. Let rise 
in buttered pans, putting a pound of dough 
m each loaf, and two small loaves in each 
pan, brush between the loaves with meited 
butter, and bake in an oven, the {initial 
heat of which will brown one teaspoonful 
of flour a delicate brown in five minutes. 
Temperature of oven should be from 860 
to 400 degrees Fahrenheit, and bread 
should bake from forty-five mimutes to one 
hour, according to the size of the loaves. It 
should finish rising in the oven the first 
fifteen minutes, begin to brown the second 
fifteen minutes, finishing browning, baking. 
and leave the sides of the pan the last fifteen 
minutes. Begin to reduce the heat of the 
oven at the end of the first fifteen minutes if 
necessary. Remove bread from pans to bread 
eooler and let cool; if a crisp crust is desired 
let bread cool uncovered; if a tender crust, 
cover bread while cooling. 4

ENTIRE WHEAT BREAD.—Follow recipe 
for milk bread, using entire wheat flour only. 
Follow same directions for mixing, raising, 
kneading, cutting down, etc., as in milk 
bread. 

HALF AND HALF BREAD.—Follow rec- 
ipe for milk bread, using half white flour and 
half entire wheat. This produces a delicious 


bread.

Brown Breads Require Much Mixing. 

BOSTON BROWN BREAD.—One cup each 
of rye meal, yellow corn meal, graham or 
entire wheat flour, one teaspoon salt, two 
and one-half teaspoons of soda. three-fourths 
eup of molasses, two cups of thick sour milk 
or one and three-fourths cups of sweet milk 
or water. Mix and sift the dry ingredients 
all together, add molasses and nfilk, stir until 
thoroughly mixed. Turn into buttered molde, 
filling them three-fourths full, and steam two 
and one-half to three hours, according to eize 
of molds. The covers should be buttered and 
tes securely on before placing them in the 


ketth to steam. When done remove string 
and covers and place mold ina moderate oven 
five minutes to dry moisture from surface. 
Two-thirds of a cup of seeded and shredded 
gaisins may be added to mixture when fruit 
te desired in the bread. 

NUT BREAD.—Put one quart or one-thi 
package of whole wheat kernel 
food into a bowl; add one and one-half tea- 
spoons of salt, one tablespoon of sugar in two 
cups of lukewarm milk or water. Dissolve 
one compressed yeast cake in one-half cup 
lukewarm water; mix thoroughly and set to 
rise in a warm place until light. To this add 
one-half cup of filberts chopped moderately 
and two or three cups of bread flour, toss on 
a well floured board, knead and shape into 
two loaves. Bake in a brick shaped breed 
pan, brush between loaves with melted but- 
ter; let rise until well up to top of pan and 
bake forty-five minutes in an oven 260 to 400 
degrees Fahrenheit. See illustration showing 
bread with a slice removed. This bread makes 
delicious sandwiches.

To Make Housework Interesting; Hard Problems of New Regia 


By GRACE R. CLARKE. 


“I never met one woman who did house- 
work who liked it,“ sighs a weary house- 
mother, but housework can be made an at- 
tractive study as well as occupation even to 
the woman with new ideas as to expressing 
her personality or of the one who wants to 
do work which shall impress itself upon 
the world, according to Ellen H. Richards, 
instructor in the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. ~ 

Housekeeping can be adjusted to the new 
order of things and when this is done the 
new order of things will be adjusted to some 
extent to the home. 

Under the new ways of living the home 
is only a place of storage and shelter to be 
left behind when real enjoyment is desired,” 
says Mrs. Richards. “I never get a chance 
to sit down in my parlor—never,”’ was the 
lament of a business girl the greater part of 
whose salary goes to keeping up a home for 
her mother and younger sister. What the 
girl overlooked is that the sister who is taken 
up with school work is as much a bird of 
passage between college and home as the 
business sister is between her home and her 
office. She also overlooked that her mar- 
ried friends—many of them—who are heads 
of households spend their time between the 
home as a stopping place and the shop or the 
club or the restaurant. 


Communism Tends to Home Life. 


It is a matter of comment how many women 
in Chicago eat downtown and how great is 
the number of eating places kept open al- 
most entirely for women, as the cancy stores 
and such comparatively expensive places 
whose patrons cannot be for the most part 
business giris. This remark made of Chi- 
cago would be applicable to many large cities, 
so that if the truth la known the woman 
who does not support herself gets to sit 
Gown in her home” almost as little as the 
business girl, although it is for different rea- 
sons. These are what Mrs. Richards de- 
scribes as communal pleasures. 

“The more communal pleasures increase, 
and demand a larger share of the income, the 
more cheerless the home becomes, and the 
more indifference is manifested towards the 
joys of family lite,“ says Mrs. Richards. 
“This tendency ig shown not only by the 
nightly crowds at all popular pleasure re- 


sorts but by equally large crowds of women 
seen daily in the shopping streets. The esti- 
mate in which the home is held by those who 
make the purchase of a 25 cent collar an ex- 
cuse for three trips to the city cannot be 
high With the home is associated only the 
drudgery of daily routine, not the delight of 
Uving.“ 

This point of view is that of the man au- 


thority who declares that there is no tyrant - 


like a home, nothing else demands such im- 
plicit obedience, and shall we throw off the 
yoke and so relapse into anarchy?’ he asks, 
“or can we modify the government of the 
house to suit the freedom within mits which 
the social trend of the time recognizes as es- 


sential?”

Woman's Most Interesting Study. 


This is the problem that Mrs. Richards sug- 
gests as the most important as well as most 
interesting study, not only to the woman who 
is tied to her home and home problems from 
necessity but to the woman who longs for a 
career and an opportunity to influence the 
world. And her conclusion is that The 
housewife wastes her strength by beating the 
bars which she feels keep her from the larger 
liberty instead of following the prairie dog's 
wisdom and digging a way out underneath 
the fence.” 

The trouble which meets her here is that the 
enjoyable part of her work has been taken 
away from her. One reason that the routine 
has become distasteful to her is that it con- 
sists in clearing away the débris, with no 
constructive work. There is no shelf of 
home made pies and cookies, and doughnuts 
for the homekeeper to arrange. The bakery 
and the impaired digestive powers of the 
present generation have taken this work 
away from her. 

The young city husband nowadeys isn't a 
„% ple man. He hasn't the hearty pie appe- 
tite, and he has been taught different ideals 
of eating by the hygienic specialist. In ole 
days, clear back to the time when women 
wove and spun, the pleasure of seeing the 
work of her hands was added to the pleasure 
of action. “In the golden age of household 
occupation the serving maids as well as the 
mistress had the pleasure of seeing piles of 
guowy linen and wool or stores of yarn and 


candies attest their industry besides the 
mere food and cleanliness.”’ 
— * 


Routine of Modern Household. 

“In the work of the ordinary household 
some one riges at half past 6 or 6, buildg a 
fire if there le no gas stove, and proceeds to 
‘get the breakfast.’ It can be interpolat- 
ed here that the old fashioned breakfast of 
meat, eggs, potatoes, buckwheat cakes, and 
sirup, and coffee, with, perhaps, biscuits and 
jelly, is not wanted unless there is an old 
fashioned man in the home—the new man 
prefers a simple breakfast of fruit, coffee, 
rolls, and eggs, or less. Other members rise 
at various times, perhaps the parlor and din- 
ing room are dusted and put to rights before 
breakfast, which drags on until 9 o'clock. 

Then dishes are washed. beds made, sweep- 
ing and dusting, washing, and cleaning, and 
cooking until afternoon. At best it is eight 
or ten hours before the house is presentable, 
and then comes dinner or supper, as the case 
may be, with more work for the dining room 
and kitchen, and what is there to show for it?

Felt and beautiful, glossy 
beaver are much worn, too, and some of 
the felts have such closely rolled brims that 
they look much like those worn several years 
ago. A good deal of thought is given to 
facings, particularly of felts, and one will

with silk or velvet in a contrasting shade.

There never has been a time when such 
wonderful displays of fancy plumage and an 
almost endless variety of bedutiful wings 
have been seen. Feathers, from the simplest, 
both as regards style and size, to the most 
exquisite ostrich, paradise, and osprey 
plumes are worn, the first named sometimes 
being marvelously long. The feather mounts 
often are prodigious in size, completely en- 
veloping the crown. Several pairs of large 
Wings frequently are seen on one hat, and 
aigrettes and pompons in the most beauti- 
ful colors are favorite trimmings. 

Flowers, particularly roses, never were 
more natural, and consequently are more 
beautiful than ever. Many are enormous, 
but so beautiful in shading and texture that 
one is tempted to forget the exaggeration. 
Many ot the hats are simply swathed in large, 
soft folds of thé goftest, most lustrous velvet, 
or figured silk;/and where this is the case 
little or no other trimming is required, unless 
perhaps several quills are introduced. Tat- 
feta plaiiings are a popular trimming, and a 
serviceable kind, too; they are used in ex- 
cellent imitations of wigs and are pretty 
when arranged in fan shaped ornaments. 

There is nothing that adde to or detracts 
more from a becoming toilet thane bat which 
ie becoming or Otherwise. And while one is 
always guided to a certain extent by pre- 
vailing fashion, shapes and styles of trim- 
ming should be chosen which are becoming. 
Large hats which stop before reaching an 
extreme are fashionable and almost univer- 
sally becoming, and there is not a season of 
the year when it is not wise to have at least 
one of each. For theater and restaurant 
wear many of the hats have ribbon or chif- 
fon ties, and when worn by pretty giris are 
bewitchingly pretty. Motoring hats, or, more 
properly speaking, bonnets, with veils, are 
delightfully picturesque and ming, and 
are shown in a number of styles.

Mourning hats are nearly all made on wire 
frames, covered either with crépe or a dull 
silk. Tulle, crépe, or taffeta bows—in every 
inatance stiffly wired—are the usual trimming 
although one occasionally sees black quilis 
or wings used. 

An effort has been made to give examples 
of both large and small hats which are fash- 
ionable and good looking, and at the same 
time to avoid anything exaggerated. 

A toque, to be worn with a blue suit, is 
shown, and should be possible to copy at 
home. There is practically no brim, and the 
generous siged crown is covered with a dark 
blue velvet, plain on the crown, and the full- 
ness being brought down and caught on 
either side by large sapphire pins set in sil- 
ver. Across the back is a cluster of ostrich 
tips put on up and down and divided across 
the center by a long black cut jet slide. 

Another small hat is one of the pressed 
felt shapes with a quite unusual feature con- 
sisting of a low crown as weil as a narrow 
brim. The brim rests on the hair on the right 
side, while -across th front and on the left 


side it rolls up in a really bewitching manner. 


The hat is black, and where it rolls up it 
shows a facing of green velvet, heavily 
braided in black soutache. There is a fold of 
the veivet around the crown, and in the front 
are some wings shaded in black and greens, 
these being held in Place by two rosettes of 
the velvet. 

Another toque 1 a large crown covered 
with nutmeg colored velvet with soft folds 
of velvet of a darker shade of the same 
color, which entirely cover the depth of the 
crown Oh the right side, and are draped only 
a little lower across the back and on the left. 
A little to the left of the front several quills 
in the two shades stand out, jauntily. 

None of these hats would be difficult te 
make or trim, and there would be solid com- 
fort in any one, ot them on a windy dag.

Bonnets for evening wear are frequently 
made without ties, particularly so if they 
are intended for young matrons, or they are 
replaced by soft cascades of lace which are 
simply knotted under the chin, and secured 
with a cabochon or fancy pin. One of the 
loveliest is close fitting, slightly higher in 
the middle of the front, covered with a rose- 
like ornament of chiffon In a lovely pale tone 
of primrose yellow, edged with a narrow 
fold of bias velvet in a deep golden brown, 
giving the required body to the chiffon, and 
forming a charming effective contrast with 
its color. This rose is made by flatly applying 
the slightly shirred chiffon bands, winding 
them in spiral effect until the entire ground 
is covered. 

The brim is covered with similarly devel- 
oped chiffon roses, each of which is indi- 
vidually made, not, however, flat, like the 
one just described, but full and trig, and 
separately mounted to the bonnet. The va- 
cant space between these roses and that or- 
namenting the center piece is filled in with 
a frill of exquisite black Chantilly lace, which 
ends at either side in a full, graceful double 
cascade, and is tied under the chin. The 
trimming, a small novelty bird in exquisite 
tones of emerald and willow green, artistic- 
ally blended, is placed at the left side near 
the center front, and serves to conceal the 
stems of a magnificent touffe of paradise in 
a pale yellow tone accentuating the clever 
development of this model, and making the 
outlines especially soft and pleasing. 

Jeweled lace, spangled tulle, and all over 
lace net with the design worked out in ex- 
quisite hand embroidery are effective in the 
making of evening bonnets, the trimming 
being comparatively simple where sufficient 
elaboration is afforded by the material prop- 
er. Sometimes a small velvet or satin bow. 
or knot or two, a handsome aigrette or deco- 

rative sections of embroidered silk, outlined 
with gold or silver thread, and jewel studded, 
or a many looped choux of velvet ribbon of 
the narrow kind, holding a single ostrich tip

Several handsome styles in hats to wear 
with talidred suits are shown, one particular- 
ly pretty one having a moderately wide brim 
and not too high crown, cgpered in black 
bengaline, crawn tightly over both crown 
and brim.

This particular hat is covered on the brim 
with a bronze green velvet, while the brim 
is in a lighter shade, and the brim facing is 
of the darker velvet—an odd conceit. Around 
the crown is a draped fold of the lighter vel- 
vet, and siarting in the front, either side of 
the middle, are two beautiful, moderately 
long plumes in pinks shaded from a crush 
to a deep Jac rose. 

This shape, as well as style of trimming, 
would be equally pretty copied in any other 
combination of colors and materials. 

For evening wear it would be difficult to find 
anything levelier than the large hat shown, 
covered with the finest possible black silk 
velvet, having a facirg of the same. To be- 
gin with, the brim is bent most gracefully; 
and the curves given in the picture would be 
becoming to many faces. An easy, simple 
bow of wide velvet ribbon, placed a little to 


the left of the front, where the brim drops,

A hat placed in one of 
these bomes may be subjected to weeks of 
travel and no harm will come to the den- 
cate feathers, flowers, ribbons. and lacing 
forming the trimming. ano te the frail beauty 
of the materials of which they are mace.

the box is softig Uned with tissue paper, so 
the hat does not come in contact with the 
wood. A wooden peg, holding a wire hat 
rest, is placed on the front of the box in- 
side, over which the hat is firmly fastened 
by means of large pins.

More savage than a tiger, the great gray wolf slays 
not merely to satisfy his hunger but in wanton lust of 
Slaughter, and in the frontier land where he roams his 
Gepredations cost the sparsely settled states millions of 
dollars yearly. The danger has grown to sach a point 
that the extermination of deer in the northern states 
fig threatened and this in spite of the wolf bounties, 
@ame laws and wardens. In eleven years the state of 
Wyoming has paid bounties on no less than 20,000 
Wolves and yet in a single year the losdes in horses and 
cattle slain have amounted to $1,000,000. 

The wolf is a prolific beast and in many cases litters 
of eight to ten pups have been found in April and 
March. One family ef these ruthless prowlers of the 
night win account for $3,000 worth of cattle and young 


colte in twelve months.

Deer Furnish Most Victims. 
But cattle and colts live with the one thing on earth 
that the gray wolf fears—man, that strange two legged 
creature who deals death from afar off and whose ter- 
rifying laughter strikes panic to the heart of even the 
lordly lion. Ferocious as the wolf is, he avoids the 
habitations of man, exeept when ‘numbers give him a 
fictitious courage or hunger dispels fear. His victims 
are found in greatest numbers among the defenseless 
deer, which must depend alone on the fleetness of their 
mender limbs and to whom man is almost a greater ter- 
Tor than the wolf. 
The deer, lying quivering in his covert, hears far off 
the bay of the hunting wolf. With distended eyes and 
pounding pulses he springs to his feet and lashes to- 
ward the open water, where his instinct tells him alone 
lies safety. Faster than any of his individual enemies, 
he might distance his pursuers, but the howling peck in 
his rear have ever a fresh leader to set the pace when 

his predecessor weakens from the terrific speed.

For the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1908, the state of Wisconsin paid $24,424 
in bounties for animais destructive to game, Dickinson 
county, in Michigan, paid bounties on fifty-three wolves 
m. 1907. Its neighbor, Marinette county, in the same 
period padd $418. In the same year 17,123 gray wolves 
and 23,208- prairie wolves were slain in or near the na- 
tional forests. Michigan paye $12.50 for every wolf 
scalp and a like amount is paid by the counties. 80

The Gray Wolf, Greatest Hunter oj 
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terrible Is the scourge in Wisconsin that certain coun- 
ties pay bounties of $30 and $45. 
* 
Wolf Hunters Lead Hard Life. 


With wolves increasing so rapidly and the bounties 
by the various counties and states averaging a fairly 
high figure, the occupation of wolf hunter would seem 
to be a reasonably lucrative one. Yet it is becoming 
increasingly difficult to obtain anything like the num- 
ber of hunters who are needed merely to keep in check 
the ravages of the animals, much less to start a war 
of extermination. 

The life of a wolf hunter is hardly an attractive 
one, at least for average mankind. It is a lonely. ex- 
istence in the midst of primitive nature, and the great- 
est demands are made on the hunter when the weather 
ig most arctic in its severity. Only men, ot rugged con- 
stitution and nerves of iron can hope to follow such an 
occupation, and even then it almost is inevitable that 
they will succumb to the rigors of the life if they fol- 
low it long enough. 

In most of the northern states there is a popular 
movement to have a great systematic campaign of 
slaughter carried out by the government. The proposi- 
tion is for an army to be organized which will sweep 
through the whole forest district in an immense bat- 
tue. It is urged that while for such an army to be ef- 
fective it would be necessary for it to be large and 
expensive, still ft would be infinitely cheaper to spend 
even a million dollars on one decisive campaign of an- 
nibilation than to stand the yearly losses which at 
present are suffered and with no prospect of diminu- 
tion in the future. ö 

The total destruction of deer in the north is only 
one side of the question, and not the most important 
one. The loss in cattle is heavy, too, but what prob- 
ably is the most serious side to the problem is that as 
long as the wolves continue their career of depreda- 
tions unchecked no extensive shipments of cattle will 
be made into the country. In places where the timber 
has been y cleared and the ground opened for 
cultivation the farmers and settlers are at a serious 


disadvantage through the necessity of constantly pro- 
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8 “ Inside "Rooms Minus Quantity, 
Tf you consider, there is something in the theory. 
Most buildings heretofore have been built on the sup- 
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tecting their stock and always have to figure on à cer- 
tain amount of loss. 

One of the @ifficulties in warring on the wolf is 
that hé ie a beast of prey who lies hidden all day and 
prowls out on his forays only at night. ‘Consequently, 
the time when he most easily is accessible is also the 
time when the hunter is at his greatest disadvantage. 
The wolf also is one of the hardiest of animals and 
survives incredible hardship and deprivation. He will 
live and rear his young where almost any other animal 
wopld perish. 

This winter the death roll of deer in the northern 
forests promises to be a heavy one. The tmmense forest 
fires which havé swept over thousands of acres have 
destroyed the food supplies of the deer. Driven by 
hunger and hemmed in the swamps and yards along 
the ridges, hundreds of these animals will fall victims to 
the gray wolf. Panic stricken and hélpless, they can 
offer no adequate resistance and will be slaughtered 
like sheep in the butcher's abattoir. - 

When the spring comes and the snow disappears the 
tale of the ravages will become known. What that tale 
will be may be gathered from the report of a single 
cruiser in the spring of 1907. He reported that in one 
yard in Forest county, Wis., he found the carcasses of 
thirty-six deer, all slain by wolves. The carcasses were 
in some cases almost entire, showing that the animals 
had met their death to satiate the demon lust of blood 
of the wolf and not his hunger. 

That the ravages of wolves is not exaggerated is 
proved by the report of Vernon Bailey, expert for the 
biological survey, in which he states that the destruc- 
tion of stock by wolves amounts to millions of dollars, 
and that the total extermination of deer is threatened in 
northern Minnesota, Wisconsin, and Michigam

RS. Jessie M. Smiley, a familiar figure in 
the astrological circles of Chicago, has but 
recently returned from a journey to Cali- 
fornia, where she had the opportunity of 
conferring with famous students of starry 
lore. She aleo has raade extensive journeys 
abroad, and is well known in Paris and 
London and India. 

In the opinion of Mrs, Smiley there will be wars and 
rumors of wars @uring the year 1909.

The rise in spiritual power, she declares, will be the 
most remarkable and distinguishing characteristics of 
the destinies and fortune of the dawning year. 80 
noticeable will be the change in the mode of human 
thought that ite mark will be set on the newborn 
children, who will be notably handsomer than the chil- 
dren of previous years. There will be a distinct ad- 
vance in human deauty because there will be a distinct 
rise in the level of human thought. Thought will be 
spiritualized, mothers and fathers will be epiritualised, 
and the children will have the natural and imevitable 
heritage of more ethereally beautiful faces and figures. 

Much of Mra. Smiley’e prophecy accrues from the 
fact that it Is her belief that there has been some mis- 
calculation regarding the calendar. Although it is 
known popularly as the year 1909, nevertheless she con? 
tends. that in reality it is the year 1910, and that an- 
cient systems of calculation confirm her theory. 

Mra. Smiley is a devout believer én the power of the 
stars, and yet she believes each individ has within 
him forces which can overrule the fates. It is, for each 
who would conquer fate to learn how to develop ‘his 
latent and occult energies, wherewith he can contend 
with the mighty vibrations that emanate from the 
stupendous heavenly bodies ewinging round our world. 

t from the colossal spiritual forces which reside 
in every human being, and which are hig to cultivate, 
there are innumerable lesser and more material ways 
for controlling in a measure any evil or so-called evil 
fortune that may overtake us, according to Mrs. Smiley. 
There is the wearing of certain colors. Every planet has 
its own color, and flavor, and metal. By harmonizing 
ourselves with the ruling planetary colors we place our- 
selves in harmony with the rulihg planetary influences 
and thus operate in sympathy with them inetead of op- 
posing our energies against them. 

All persone have one or more ruling, planets. That 
is to say, at the time of their birth one or more planets 
were in conspicuous positions to influence the place of 
birth, and, therefore, to influence any person born at 
that time and at that place. These are their ruling 
planets. And in a general way the colors of these plan- 
ets will always be favorable and lucky hues for them 
to affect. 

This apart, however, there is a constant change in 
the positions of the planets. While some of the larger 
planeta take many years to make a complete revolution 
the smaller ones move more rapidly, and with the 
ceaseless motion of all there is an almost uninterrupted 
alteration in the colors which are favorable for any 
one person to wear at any one time. One year orange 
may be the proper tint, another year blue may be better, 
a third year violet, or cardimal, or pale green.

Colors of the Different Planets. 


The colors assigned by the ancients to the different 
planete are to Saturn, black; to Jupiter, mixed red and 
green; to Mars, red; to the sun, yellow or yellow purple: 
to Venus, white or purple; to Mercury, azure blue; to the 
moon, a color spotted with white and other mixed col- 
ors. 

Chaucer in the “ Chanones. Temannes’ Tale” succinct- 
ly describes the distribution of metals among the 
planets: 

“Sol gold is, and Luna silver we threpe; ® 
Mars iron, Mercurie silver we clepe; 
Saturnus lead, and Jupiter is tin, 

And Venus copper, by my faderkin." 

Again, as Prof. Richard Proctor, the eminent English 
astronomer, has noted in hie astrological studies that

the seven stages of human life. The infant in the 
nurse's arms was appropriately dedicated to the moist 
moon; the “whining schoolboy” was assigned to Mer- 


cury, the patron of those who eagerly seek after = 


knowledge; then the lover “sighing like a furnace” was 
regarded as the special favorite of Venus. Mare was 
the patron of midlife, appropriately presiding over the 
soldier full of oats, and so _ forth, the “juetic” is 
watched over by the respectable sun, maturer age by- 
Jupiter, and, lastly, old age by Saturn. 

Colors were also assigned to the twelve sodtacal 
signs; to Aries, white and red; to Tarsus, white and 
lemon; to Gemini, white and red, the same as Aries; to 
Cancer, green or russet; to Leo, red or green; to Virgo, 
black speckled with blue; to Libra, black or dark crim- 
eon, or tawny color; to Scorpio, brown; to Sagittarius, 
yellow, or a green sanguine; Capricorn, black, or russet, 
or a swarthy brown; to Aquarius, a sky colored biue; to 
Pisces, white glistening color, like a fish just taken out 
of the water.

Some Influences of Fixed Stars. 

The chief fixed stars had various influences assigned 
them by the astrologers. These influences were mostly 
associated with the imeginary figures of the constel- 
lations. Thus the bright star in the head of Aries, 
called by some the Ram's Horn, was regarded as dan- 
gerous and evil, and denoting bodily hurts. The star 
Menkar in the Whale’s Jaw denoted sickness, disgrace, 
and ill fortune, with danger from great beasts. Betel- 
geus, the bright star on Orion’e left shoulder, denoted 
military or civic honors. Rigel on Orion's left foot de- 


noted honors; Sirius and Procyon, the greater and lesser — 


Dog stars, both implied wealth and renown..Star clus- 
ters seem to have portended lose of sight. The variable 
Algol or Caput Medusa, which marks the head of Gor- 
gon, was accounted the most unfortunate, violent, and 
dangerous star in the heavens. 

By the positions of the stars death and disease can 
be predicted. Mrs. Smiley thinks there will be less 


disease during the coming twelve months, and fewer 


deaths than during the last twelve months. And that 
is because the planete which cause death or which are 
prominent in the heavens when deaths take place will 
be in less conspicuous positions then hitherto. 

The planets which are influential in ,roducing death 
are Saturn, Mars, and Uranus, though the sun, moon, 
and Mercury may be endowed with the same fatal in- 
fluence if suitably afflicted, Astrologers usually are in- 
gulariy careful in casting horoscopes to avoid definite 
reference to the native’s death. But there are some 
famous historical cases where the actual day of death 
ie said to have been assigned. One is related in Claren- 


don’s history of the rebellion. He tells us that William 4 


Earl of Pembroke died at the age of 50, on the day upon 
which his tutor, Sanford, had predicted his de- 
cease. Burton, the author of the ‘Anatomy of Melan- 
choly,” having cast his own horoscope, and ascertained 
that he was to die on Jan. 23, 1689, is said to have com- 
mitted suicide in order that the accuracy of his caicu- 
lations might not be called into question. A like story 
is related of Cardan by Dr. Young.

Avoid Catastrophes by Knowledge. 


Mrs. Smiley also believes in the influence of the 
hour of the day. And since more and more people are 
learning something of the good and evil influence of 
the stars in this regard, it is likely that through the 
year 1909 a number of catastrophes. will be avoided 
and a number of happy fortunes will be expedited by 
taking due regard of these influences. 

It ts not thought by Prof. Proctor that the influ- 
ence which the planets were supposed to exert on the 
successive hours of every week unquestionably was 
the origin of the division of time into weeks ef seven 
days, although the subdivision of the lunary month 
into four equal parts was also considered in select- 
ing this convenient measure of time. Now, dividing 
twenty-four by seven, we get three and three over; 
whence, each day containing twenty-four hours, it ¢ 
follows that in each day the complete series of seven 
planets was run through three times, and three planets 
of the next series were used. / 

The order of the planets was that It their Atem 
Saturn came first, then Jupiter, Mars, the sun, Venus, 
Mercury, and the moon. Beginning with Saturn, as 
ruling the first hour of Saturn’s day, Saturday, we 
get through the series three times, and haye for the 


last three hours of the day, Jupiter, Saturn, and Mars. ‘> 


Thus the next hour, the first hour of the next day, 
belongs to the sun, Sunday follows Saturday. We 
again run three times through the series and the 
three remaining hours are governed by the sun, 
Venus and Mercury leaving the moon as the frst 
planet for the next day. Monday thus follows Sua- 
day. The last three hours of Monday are ruled by the 
moon, Saturn and Jupiter, leaving Mars to govern the 
next day; Marti, or Tuesday, Tuisco’s day. Procedd- 
ing in this way, we get Mercury for the next day. 
Mercredi or Woden's day, Jupiter for the next day, 
Jeudi, or Thursday, Thor's day, Venus for the next 
day, Vendredi, or Friday, Freya’ s day, and so we come 
to Server again.

THE MACHINERY OF RELIEF. 
What is done with the money that 
comes from the world’s generosity when 
a great disaster makes all mankind kin? 
Is it used for the relief of the immediate 
sufferers? Or is a large part of it dissi- 
pated on the way, being spent for the 
support of relief officials or for the main- 
terance of the machinery through which 
ald is given to the Uistressed? : 
These questions recur with ry ap 
peal to sympathetic hearts. A contributor 
to Tun Tsun fund quotes the state- 
ment of a friend, 
about giving. Less than one-half given 
ever reaches its destination.” The same 
correspondent was in San Francisco dur- 
ing the earthquake experience. 
days thereafter, the letter runs, “ we lived 
under the shadow of the flag which floated 
over the Red Cross tent. We saw the 
good work done, both by our soldiers and 
the Red Cross workers. So syetematized, 
so methodic was it that it was like a well 
ordered funeral plus the speed of auto- 
mobiles and fast cavalry horses.” 
By a strange coincidence the final report 
of the San Francisco relief organization 
is made just as the world is startled by 
the awful disaster in Italy. The total 
amount contributed was $9,553,140.76: 
Every cent is accounted for. There was a 
balance of $397,267.25, which, according to 
the press reports, has now been forwarded 
to Italy along with the generous offerings 
of sympathetic Californians. The expense 
of administration is clearly set forth in 
the report. Since Aug. 1, 1906, it is 
stated as about $125,000, or 2.08 per cent 
of the funds handled during that period. 
If the San Francisco statement repre- 
sents modern methods of administering 
sacred trust funds of the character under 
consideration, people have no occasion to 
fear that the money they give toward the 
relief of suffering humanity is used for 
other purposes. The Red Cross society 
has proved its worthiness by its heroic 
deeds. No one need hesitate to trust it. 
Criticisms of the Italian government will 
be heard. The inadequacy of its relief 
measures will be condemned. But such an 
attitude should not be encouraged. No 
people on earth are prepared to meet a 
disaster like that which has overwhelmed 
Italy. Chicago was not prepared to meet 
the Iroquois calamity, It is not prepared 


come today. No doubt lives have been lost 
in Sicily that migut have been saved had 
the machinery and the money for relief 
been available. The picture is dark 
enough at best. It is the outpouring of 
the sympathy and the generosity of the 
world that should be praised. There are 
necessary delays in getting relief measures 
started. But it is right to believe that 
funds are used to the best advantage by 
those who give their lives to such service 
to humanity. 


CARE AND THE PICTURE MACHINE. 

Tue Tripune is in receipt of a com- 
munication from the operator of mo- 
ing picture” machines which contains 
some suggestions worthy of the considera- 
tion of the authorities. 

He ascribes a large percentage of the 
accidents to the fact that most operators 
are habitual smokers, and he proposes a 
strict regulation against the admission to 
operating rooms of any one carrying 
matches. A second proposal is that ma- 
chines should be run not more than 
twenty-five minutes consecutively and that 
not less than five minutes be allowed for 
the operator to rewind and prepare for the 
next showing. Haste in preparation, he 
points out, is dangerous, 

Tue Trisune admits technical igno- 
rance concerning the causes. of the too 
frequent accidents in the nickel theaters, 
but it presents its correspondent’s sug- 
gestion, not so much for what they may 
be worth as to illustrate what seems to be 
a prevalent laxity in the management of 
these theaters. The proposals are ex- 
tremely simple. They are simple enough 
to be true. They certainly point the need 
for reasonable regulation in these places 
of amusement, 


TILLMAN 1S ALARMED. 

The report that a systematic effort is 
to be made to gain recruits for the Re- 
publican party in the south, especially 
in national elections, has not escaped the 
eternal vigilance of Senator Tillman. 
The contemplated campaign has stirred 
him up, and he hastens to meet it with 
his familiar war ery—“ the supremacy 
of the white man must be maintained.”

HONORING A PIONEER. 

Chicago might have been in Wiscon- 
ein. It would have been in that state 
had the provisions of the ordinance of 
1787 for the government of the North- 
west territory been carried out to the let- 
ter, eo far as boundary lines were con- 
cerned. The credit for the addition to 
Ihinois of all the region within the pres- 
ent boundaries which lies north of an 
east and west line tangent to Lake Mich- 
igan is usually given to Nathaniel Pope, 
long secretary of the territory of Illinois. 

Back of his energy in public prosecu- 
tion of this plan for enlarged bounds was 
the initial suggestion of a pioneer Baptist 
preacher, the Rev. James Lemen Sr., a 
revolutionary soldier, an Indian fighter, 
and, later, a firm friend of the cause of 
freedom when some tried to make Illinois 
a slave state. He had a government sur- 
veyor draw a map of the state as it now 
is. He gave this map and accompanying 
plans to Mr. Pope. Tee latter pashed the 
fight to successful completion. 

The work of the pioneer preacher in the 
western states never will receive its 
proper recognition. Its value is beyond 
estimate. Once in a while a fleeting 
glimpse of some of these characters is 
obtained in stories of early days. The 
milestones they set up in the shape of 
churches still remain in many places as 
evidences of faithfulness. Their part in 
the larger task, of commonwealth buik- 
ing, outside the field of religious labors, 
always was prominent. They gave their 
lives to the people with whom they lived. 

It is a source of satisfaction, therefore, 
to know that an effort is being made by 
Baptists and others to raise $1,000 for a 


simple shaft to mark the grave of this 


pioneer preacher to whom Illinois owes 
se much. Half of the amount needed was 
secured when the money crisis of a year 
ago checked the canvass for funds. When 
the movement was inaugurated Tue 
‘Taisune commended it heartily as one in 
which there should be general interest. 
It again urges the claim of this early son 
of Illinois. His granite monument should 
no longer be delayed.

twenty-one years’ penal servitude by the

Ferdinand of Bulgaria still figures as prince 
of that country, which is comprised among 
the vassal states of Turkey. For the edi- 
tors of the Almanach take the ground that 
not until the independence of Bulgaria and 
the assumption of the title of czar or king 
by Ferdinand has been recognized and sapic- 
tioned by the great powers can cognizance 
thereof be taken in the pages of a standard 
work of this kind.

Then, 
too, there is the principality of Reuss-Greiz, 
the sovereignty of which has now come un- 
der the control of the regent of Reuss-Gera, 
Prince Henry XXVII.

There are many more features of interest 
in the new issue of the Almanach de Gotha, 
among which, deserving of special mention, 
is the note of the divorce of Prince George 
Yourlevsky, the only son of Czar Alexander 
II. by Princess Catherine Dolgourouka, a 
lady whom he created Princess Yourievsky 
on the occasion of marrying her morganatic- 
ally only a few months before his assassina- 
tion. 

Prince George, who was thus born out of 
wedlock, some eight years before the death 
of his father’s first wife, Czarina Marie, is a 
captain of the hussars of the guard at St. 
Petersburg and married about eight years 
ago Countess Alexandra Zarnekau, daughter 
of the late Duke Constantine of Oldenburg 
and of his morganatic consort, Agrippina 
Djaparidze, a lady belonging to the nobility 
of the Caucasus.

The matrimonial alliance of Prince George 
Yourtevsky and of young Countess Zarnekau

Another difficulty of a serious character in 
connection with the question is the fact that 
the govermment of British India derives a 
considerable partion of its revenue—that is 
to say, some $25,000,000 or $30,000,000—from 
the production and sale of opium ase state 
monopoly. Having thus formed for nearly 
seventy years a most important feature of 
the revenues of the crown, the British gov- 
ernment naturally feels a certain hesita- 
tion about complying with the demand that 
it should put a stop to the cultivation of 
the poppy, as well as to the manufacture of 
the drug and to its sale for consumption, 
either in India, or in China, or any other part 

the world. 

Public agitation in the united kingdom has 
compelled the gevernment to go 30 far ag to 
promise that if it receives satisfactory as- 
surances to the effect that the Chinese au- 
thorities will honestly restrict the cultivation 
of the poppy and the manufacture of the 
drug in their own dominions the Indian gov- 
ernment will follow suit and will reduce the’ 
manufacture and sale of opium in King Ed- 
ward's great oriental empire. But it has not 
yet been able to secure these assurances and 
declares that ſt does not see the advantage of 
reducing the output, if such action is merely 
destined to increase the. Chinese production. 
Moreover, some years will be required be- 
fore it will be possible to devise fresh sources 
of revenue sufficient to yield the $25,000,000 
or $30,000,000 now obtained by means of the 
aforesaid government monopoly. 

~o 

What with the new rallroads that are being 
bullt im every direction, crisscrossing all 
India like a huge plece of network, and the 
great irrigation works, destined to develop 
the agricultural resources of the country and 
to avert those terrible famines by which India 
has been visited from time immemorial— 
that is to say, work entailing colossal ex- 
penciture—the natives are taxed quite as 
heavily as they can bear, and the idea of 
adding to the weight of the burden by new 
imposts designed to supply the revenue now 
furnished by the oplum monopoly ie not one 
calculated to arouse any degree ot enthusi- 
asm in the breasts of the fiscal authorities of 
British Indfa. 

At the best this radial change in the eco- 
nomic regulations of India would have to be 
put into execution with extreme deliberation 
and would take years to complete. Moreover. 
as I have pointed out above, the British would 
have to satisfy themselves that in doing away 
with the opium monopoly they were not 
merely fostering Chinese manufacture of the 
article; and they would also require it to ke 
Gefinitely proven that the drug is really a 
curse to the people of Asia and not a quasi- 
necessity to their well being. England there- 
fore comes to the conference in so far hendi- 
capped that the arguments of any of its ex- 
perts in favor of the drug will be looked upon 
as influenced by economic conditions.

While it is doubtful whether the impending 
congress at Shanghai will fulfill the expecta- 
tions of the leaders of the antl-oplum eru- 
sade in this country and in Europe in the way 
of the adoption of common legisiative action 
by the various countries represented against 
the production, the traffic in, and the con- 
sumption of the drug, and though the British 
government will in all probability refuse 
to inaugurate any rash and radical changes 
in its Indian budget by the sudden abandon- 
ment of a profitable monopoly, yet the pa- 
laver will at any rate have this adwantage: 
that it will furnish a good deal of useful in- 
formation with regard Ao the use and abuse 
of the narcotic. 

Until now its foes have monopolized popu- 
lar attention, and have retained their hold 
upon the public ear. Newspapers and mag- 
azines which are compelled to consider the 
tastes of their readers and the prejudices of 
their advertisers have been reluctant to en- 
danger their success by offering the hospi- 
tality of their columns to anything that could
